Alfred J. Heinrich, the pastor, 
spoke on "The Catholic Attitude 
Toward War,” in which he stated 
in part: "We as Catholics are not 
militarists, who maintain that war 
with all of its maiming, killing and 
destruction is always Justifiable. As 
Catholics, neither are we pacifists, 
refusing to take part even in a war 
of 
defense, 
and 
repudiating 
our 
duty to give in property and life 
for those things which others would 
take from us by force. 
"We would rather gain through 
Christian 
course 
of 
justice 
and 
charity those things which God has 
granted us and 
grant 
to 
others 
those things which God has guar­ 
anteed to them, but when force be­ 
comes the only way, then we must 
give ourselves to defend these God- 
given rights. Tile only hope for 
which we pray is that when this 
deadly struggle is over, the victor 
will have the social sense to re­ 
build the world on a foundation of 
religious, 
social, 
commercial 
and 
economic principle that will enable 
man, born of God and redeemed 
through Christ, to live in oeace.” 
The blessing and unfurling of the 
silk flag, a gift of the Holy Name 
society, was preceded by a solemn 
procession of men of the

who marched into the church audi­ 
torium and stood at attention as 
the new flag, borne by Henry Blagg, 
president of the society, was escort­ 
ed to the front of the church by 
the color guard of John Welsh post, 
American Legion.

Feb. 9—General 
Douglas MacArthur reported today 
his troops on Bataan peninsula iii 
the Philippines repulsed new at­ 
tacks by the Japanese while the 
Manila bay fortifications silenced 
several enemy big gun siege batter­ 
ies on the Cavite shore. 
A war department communique 
! 'mid heavy infantry fighting had 
occurred at several points on the 
peninsula with hostile dive bomb- 
j cts active overhead, but all attacks 
were repulsed by the American- 
Filipino defenders. 
Forts Scot** On Enemy 
In the duel between the Correg* 
ldor string of fortifications at the 
entrance to Manila bay and the 
hidden Japanese guns which hav« 
been bombarding the forts tor sev­ 
eral days, the forts’ guns scored 
I several direct hits on enemy bat- 
I teries. 
Yesterday 
General 
MacArthur 
had reported: 
"Fighting is increasing in inten­ 
sity on our left.” 
This and today's communiques in- 
! dteated that the new Japanese of- 
1 tensive was developing in the Phil- 
1 lpplnes. 
Synchronized with the renewed 
I heavy pressure on the Bataan front 


I was the systematic bombardment 
of the American fronts which still 
bar the entrance of Manila bay to 
Japanese forces. 
Enemy land batteries, firing m e­ 
thodically every four minutes, threw 
big shells for the second successive 
day 
at 
the

fortifications 
which command the harbor's mouth 
Nevertheless, no serious damage to 
the forte was reported in the war 
department 
communique 
which 
covered developments up until ear­ 
ly 
Monday 
morning, 
Philippine 
time. 
On the Bataan peninsula, Mac­ 
Arthur s report to Washington yes­ 
terday told of Japanese pressure 
on both the right and Ie t flank 
of his line, accompanied by 24 hours 
of heavy aerial bombsrdment 
of 
the American-Filipino positions. 
Japs Lose Gains 
The Japanese, the war depart­ 
ment communique disclosed, gained 
some ground against MacArthur* 
right, which is anchored on Manila 
bay. 
The enemy, however, were 
thrown back in a sharp counter­ 
attack. 
Details of the heavy fighting on 
the left, or China sea, flank were 
not disclosed, but it is on that side 
of the peninsula that the Japanese 
have been 
using suicide detach­ 
ments in a costly and futile at­ 
tempt to turn MacArthur’,s line. 
Brigadier General Clinton Pierce 
commented Saturday on the sacri­ 
fice nature of such operations when 
he talked to Clark Lae, the Asso­ 
ciated Press correspondent on Ba­ 
taan with MacArthur* army. 
Pierce, who had a toe shot off 
by a Japanese sniper the other day. 
declared: 
"Now they have suicide missions 
attempting to land on our flank' 
so they pick their best men and 
toughest lighters. 
“But I still say that they are 
rotten rifle shots. That sniper took 
three cracks at me across the road 
here but couldn't hit anything but 
my toe.” 
The intensive 24 hour areial plas­ 
tering of the American lines which 
went with the latest enemy thrust 
on Bataan evidently was part of 
tile soft«ning-up to pave the way 
for the hoped for break-through.

SINGAPORE, Fob. 9.— Determined defenders of Singa­ 
pore rallied for an attack to throw a strong invading force 
of Japanese oft their embattled island today after pinning 
them down to a 10-mile front ninny: the western swamps and 
beaches. 
“The situation is well in hand,” declared Major General 
Henry Gordon Bennett, commander of the Australians, whose 
sector the Japanese had chosen for a surprise ni^ht landing* 
"We have taken a stand on a strong line and are organ­ 
izing an attack which it is hoped will recover as much as 
possible of the lost terrain.” 
(Tokyo broadcasts, heard in Oslo, declared Japanese 
parachutists took part in the battle, and reported that the 
Japanese navy was expected to join in the attack at any 
moment in an all-out assault on the island.) 
I 
Under a hail of British artillery 
fire which swept the shallow waters 
of Johore strait, the Jajmnese force 
was virtually beleaguered, unable to 
receive reinforcements at least until 
I nightfall.

Dig Out ’Skulls’ To 


Provide More Scrap 


YOUNGSTOWN, 
Feb. 
9 
Dig­ 
ging for "skulls” 
in a slag pile is 
the latest maneuver 
to overcome 
the scrap shortage at tile 
steel 
mills. 
Each month the Republic Steel 
Corp. is digging 1,000 to 1,500 tons 
of first quality scrap steel out of an 
old slag hemp at a nearby Warren 
plant. Its "scrap miners” get ma­ 
terial valued at $20,000 to $32,000 
in a m onth’! time, and tile practice 
probably will spread to other slag 
piles in Chis steel area. 
When molten 
steel 
is 
poured 


I from giant ladles 
at 
the 
open 
I hearth furnaces, large chunks of 
steel and slag solidify in the bot­ 
toms of the ladles. 'These chunks, 
called "skulls," have been thrown 
on the slag piles in the past, along 
with bits of metal which spilled 
oved the edges of the ladles. 
Because of labor costs and low 
prices 
for 
scrap, 
steel 
concerns 
formerly considered the recovery of 
“skulls” not worth bothering about. 
Now. however, 
scrap 
shortages 
and higher prices have made It 
profitable to send tractors, diesel- 
powered shovels and labor crews 
to the slug dump. The chunks of 
steel are pulled out of the slag by

German Press says He Was 
Fatally 
Injured In 
Air Accident

BERLIN 'From German Broad­ 
cast). Feb 9 - Major General Fritz 
Todt, 50, who literally paved the 
way for Adolf Hitler’s armies, has 
been killed on the eastern front. 
The German press told its read­ 
ers today that the famed Todt was 
killed in an air accident yesterday 
"while carrying through his military 
tasks in the east.” 
Todt, who was reichsminlster of 
munitions as well as a construction 
wizard, has been presented to the 
Germans as the master builder, the 
super-engineer, ever since his com­ 
pletion of the Siegfried line to guard 
Germany’s western front 
Almost everyone who saw Todt s 
, handiwork 
acknowledged ti)at he 
was indeed an engineer of the first 
order and an organizer of talent. 
Tile work of his organization in 
putting down bridges to replace the 
hundreds dynamited by the Dutch, 
Belgians and French drew praise 
from even his country's enemies 
He was the fourth high-placed 
Nazi to die in unusual circumstances 
since the war began.
